The Government of India 
have decided to constitute a Central Advisory Board 
for Tribal Welfare in order to associate Members of 
Parliament and other public workers interested ir, tha 
welfare of Scheduled Tribes with matters pertaining 
to the development of tribal areas and the well-being 
of tribal people. 

2 . The Board will consist of 21 persons, including 
16 members of Parilament, and all the members of 
the Board will be nominated every year by the Minis 
ter for Home Atfairs , who will also be the Chairman 
of the Board . In his absence the Minister in the 
Ministry of Home Affairs will preside over the Board . 

3 . The Board will ordinarily meet once every six 
months. 

4 . The Board may generally advise the Government 
of India on all matters relating to the development 
of tribal areas and the weltare of tribal people , and 
will in particular do so in regard to the following : 
(a ) assessment of the requirements of tribal people 

in specified areas; 
(b ) formulation of welfare schemes for those areas ; 
( c ) review from time to time of the working of 

sanctioned schemes and appraisal and evalua 
tion of the benefits derived therefrom with a 
view to suggesting improvements or changes 

in the schemes, where necessary,

will act as Secretary to the Board .
